Saturday morning those of the edi¬ 
tors and their wives who were not 
afraid of getting seasick were taken on 
the launch Virginia to the big break¬ 
water and San Pedro harbor.

The plant is a vast affair ^ 
and will employ many hundreds of j 
men. The immense lathes, planers, 
hydraulic hammers, cranes and other ' 
machinery were interesting in the ex¬ 
treme to the visitors.

The monster dredging machinery 
which is digging the channel was in¬ 
spected and the method of operation 
watched for a time. The channel is 
150 feet wide and the dredge goes 
ahead at the rate of 50 feet a day. About 
3,000 cubic yards, or 2,000 wagon loads 
of solid soil, are taken out every day and 
pumped through large pipes to the 
tract which is being filled in to make 
good manufacturing sites along the 
harbor. The 3,000 yards of soil com¬ 
prise 15 per cent of the bulk of sand 
and water that are pumped by the 
dredge onto this tract, the soil settling 
and the water draining off. Long Beach 
will have its harbor before the much 
talked of government work at San 
Pedro is completed. A trip on the 
trolley to Alamitos Bay concluded the 
excursion features of the trip.
